PALMETTO COUNTY.

The following is a copy of the bill for
the establishmeut of the proposed Pal-
! metto County:

A Bill to esiablish a new Judicial and
Election County from a portion of the
County of Beaufort, to be known as
Palmetty County:

Be it enacted by the Senate and House
of Representatives of the State of South
(Carolina, now met a« ! sitting in General
Assembly, and by tlic authority of the
same:

Section 1. That a npew Judicial and
Election County, which shall be known
as Palmetto County, shall be formed, and
is hereby authorized to be formed from
that portion of the County of Beaufort
which lics to the northwest of an air line,
beginning at a point on the Salkehatchie
River, one hundred yards southcast of
| the centre of the Salkehatchie Bridge,
otherwise known as Patterson's Bridge,
running to a point one wile southeast of
the centre of the Savannah and Charles-
ton Railroad at Hardeeville, and frow
said point ruuning parzllel with the Sa-
vannah and Charleston Railroad to a
point ou the Savannah River, one mile
southeast ot the centre of the said Savan-
nah and Charleston Railroad.

See, 2. That C. J. C. Hutson, J. H.
Ruddell, Z. T. Morrison, O. P. Law and
George Hoover. be and are hereby ap-
pointed Commissioners to run out and
properly make and define the said boun-
dary line, with the assistance of two com-
petent surveyors, to be selected by them.
